We say that the *‘ hard 
times’’ are morc apparent than real, and those who make 
the most nvise about itere tbosc ;who, esa rule, have 
made money out of the abnormal rise tn values, resulting 
froc: a estate of war and a gradusily depreciated cur- 
rency, and now that their property is beginning to fall 
in price, through the shrinkage in values, which natar- 
ally results from an improvement in the currency, they 
“begin to murmur.” Gold rose from par to 268 during 
the war, and since then it has been gradually falling, 
with the exception of a few occasional spurts of specu- 
latore, such as that of Bleck Friday. The conecquence 
is that to-day the country is in a fer healthier condition 
than it was tbree years ago. The panic of 1878, which 
brought down Jay Cooke, Henry Clews and a host of 
others, was like the bursting of a boil, which lets out 
the loathsome inatter and restores health to the patient. 
The railroad stocks and bonds only fell to their true 
value, but not one dollar of property was destroycd 
—only fictitious values.- 

The real fact of the matter is, that it is notthe number 
of dollars people have or earn that is important, but 
what they can get with them. And if to-day, as is tte 
case, the mechanic or clerk can live better on $15 a week 
‘than he could five years ago on $208 weck—andwe believe 
the difference to be even greater—we hold this fact as a 
proof, that crouking isa mistake, and that the country 
to-day is more prosperous than at any time for the past 
fourteen years.

THE DEFAULTING AND MARRYING PRIEST. 

At no time since the murderer Probst was at the Cen- 
tral Station fora bearing. has such asecene been wit- 
nessed as on Monday last, when J. W. Gerdeman, the 
defaulting and marrying pri:et, was up for a hearing on 
the charge of misappropriating the monies of the parish- 
foners. A crowd gathered abeut the Mayor's office 
eatly in the dav, and as the morning advanced, it was 
added to largely, until by noon it had reached the size of 
a respectable town meeting. Several times the crowd 
besieged the lower portion of the building, and it was 
with difficulty it could be ejected. When the hearing 
was about to take place, and the doors were opened to 
the public, the people rushed in pell-mell until every 
inch of space was taken possession of, and a knot of hu. 
manity was tied about thedoor. Hundreds were unable 
to obtain admittance. The depositers, generally old 
women, having their deposit books with them, filled 
pretty much the railed space devoted to witnesses, 
etc., and they presented a ratber curious feature of 
the spectacle. The priest and his young wife remained 
in a private room until the Magistrate was ready for 
them, and then he alone came forth. But for the fact 
that the Magistrate had cautioned the assemblage against 
any demonstration, no doubt there would have been a 
tumult, but as it was, order reigned. ‘depositors, to 
the number of balf-a-dozen or so, were/examined, and 
all told the same story. They had hi over the 
money to Father Gerdeman, or the young Priest, and 
their understanding was that it was for the benefit of 
the church. A percentage was to be paid for the use of 
the money. Some of the money had been deposited 
four years ago, some in October, just before the priest 
departed. Though the accounts of the money deposit- 
ed, and the amount used in the building of the church 
sre in a confused state, it was estimated that from sixty 
to sever:ty thousand dollars was carried off by the 
marryiog and defaulting priest. The District Attorney 
argned that the accused was acting as trostee for the 
depositors, and as such was respousible under the act 
ot Assembly relating to the appropriation of money by 
such. Jammie Heverin pat in an appearance for the 
priest, and combatted the position of the Common- 
wealth’s representative. He denied that any trusteesbip 
had been created, and expressed the utmost confidence 
of being able to demonstrate it to a jury, should the case 
go that far. Ald. Carpenter theught a prima facie 
case had been made out, and fixed the bail at $10,000. 
This was offered at once, and the priest and bis wife were 
liberated. As the carriage in which they were conveyed 
to one of the hotels, left the Mayor’s office, a crowd 
gathered about it, and threats of personal violence were

Youthful Depravity. 


A YOUNG GIRL FIRES HER EMPLOYER'S HOUSE 
IN THRBE PLACES. 


Her Confession of Gailt. 


One of the most extraordinary cases of areon on re- 
cord was developed iv an examination before Fire Mar- 
ehal Sheldon. It appears that between 4 and 5 o'clock 
on Saturday afternoon, Mary Estelle Howard, a colored 
girl, fodrteen years of age, employed as a housemaid in 
the family of Mr. W. W. Downs, residing in Avenue A, 
near, Eighty-seventh street, setuated by malice, grow- 
ing ont of an insult received from a child of Mr. Downs, 
‘Geli berately set fire to the house in three different pla- 
-coa, Fortunately ile fires were discovered aad extin- 
Guisked before any serious damage had been sustained. 

‘Au uncle and a cousin of the girl are alao employed in 
the house, the former as coachman and the latter es | 
- nurse-maid. On Saturday morning the girl had some 
words with a child of Mr. Downs, and the child, a boy 
‘three years old, as she alleges, spat in her face. She | 
therenpon struck the child, and the matter coming | 
we he ears of her uncle, be chastised her 
for having struck the child. Her uncle at about 
1 o'clock went ont driving with some members 
of bis employer's family, and was not expected to return 
‘ for several hours. Mrs. Downs, who was sick, wes in 
cone of the upper chambers of the house, and Delia How- 
ard, the house maid’s cousin, was attending to eome 
* daties inthe kitchen. Between 4 and 5 o’clock Mary 
went into the cellar, gathered a heap of fine kindling 
wood, and set fire to it. She then went up sta‘rs and 
’ busied berself in cleaniog the windows on the parlor 
floor. Ia the meantime the smoke from tbe piie of 
buraing wood in the cellar escaped from the grating io 
reat of the house, and attracted the attention of Mr. 
George W. Brown, who resides at No. 447 East Eighty- 
sixth street, and be burried to Mr. Downs’ house. The 
nurse-maid, Delia, had also discovered the fire, and gave 
an alarm. While Mr. Brown and some of the neighbors 
were engaged in extinguishing the fire in the cellar, 
Mary struck a match and applied it to the lines

ras out of the room, closing the door after her. - 
When the neighbors had pat out the fire in the cellar, 
| they discovered the fire which had been kindled in the 
parlor. - This in torn was soon'put ost.’ In the mesa- 
time, the youthfal incendiary had descended into the 
| dining room in the basement, and setting fire to a 
child’s apron tbrew it into a closet,‘ind ‘ocked the 
door. This third fire was quickly clecovered and ex- 
tinguished. Capt. Robbins, of the Twenty-third Pre- 
cinct Police, was then ioformed of what had occurred, 
| and repairing to the house proceeded to investigate the 
| matter. He questioned Mary very closely, but she 
| stoutly denied all knowledge of how the fires had been 
caused. As it was apparent that the girl was the incen- 
diary, Capt. Robbins arrested her, and she was locked 
up at the Eighty-seventh street police station for the 
night. Notice was sent to Fire Marshal Sheldon, and 
he made a most searching investigation. Becoming 
convinced that the fires had been kindled by the sus- 
pected girl he sent for her and questioned her very 
closely, but she stontly persisted in her denial. She 
was again locked up, and as the Fire Marshal was about 
leaving the stationbouse she informed one of the ser- 
geants that she was willing to make a confession. She 
was brought out of the cell iu which she was confined 

and made the following confession volustarily : 

“*T kindled all the three fires in Mr. Downe’ house. I 
don’t know why I-did it. I-was not angry at the time. 
At noon I was angry and struck the child because he 

jee io my face. I took a box of matches from the 
closet, went to the cellar, and lit the paper which was 
lying among the wood. I went upstairs and_ i 
the windows of the pantry on the porlor floor jast 
Delia discovered the fire which bad been started 
minutes before. I lit the gat in the ball and then well 

| into the parlor and lit the slipcover of the sofa. | After 
that, and while they were putting out the fire in theper- 

j lor, I went down stairs, took one‘of the children's 

' aprons in the pantry, lit iteand closed the door. After 

| that I showed Mr. Brown the fire. I am fourteen years 

| old, and bave lived out at service for several years.” 

The girl was recommitted to the custody of Capt. 
Robbins, and the papers in the case will be presented

to the District Attorney to-day for bis consideration as 


to what should be done with the youthful incendiary.
